BECOMES FRATER HYACINTH 


Had Been a District Attorney In 
California and Practiced Law

Maurice’ B. Finn, son and heir of the 
late W. BE. Finn, a wealthy California 
banker, became a Franciscan monk in | 
Paterson, N. J., yesterday. Shortly after 
his father’s death, Mr. Finn, who had 
practiced law in California, Massachuss | 
etts, and New York, announced his in- 
tention of giving up his large “inheri- 
tance and bright’ prospects for material 
advancement; and, despite the objec- 
tions of his family, he entered St.. Bona- 
venture’s Franciscan monastery in Pat- 
erson as a postulant in 1918. He’ was 
admitted to the novitiate in March, 1914, 
and, having served his time in that de- 
gree, he took the final vows that. made 
him irrevocably a monk. 

In entering the religious order, Mr. 
Finn abandoned a future full of mate- 
rial promise. His father’s wealth- and 
position gave him a. good start in life, 
and he had.improved his. condition: con- 
siderably. W. E. Finn was a ‘prosper- 
ous banker in Amador County, | Cal., 
néar. Sacramento, years ago, and he 
was at one time the Mayor of Sutter 
Creek, which was the centre of a fa- 
mous gold rush. The son, who is now 
83. years’ old, received his early educa- 
tion in the West, and later took the 
classical course at Holy Cross College, 
Worcester, Mass: He studied philosophy 
and law at Boston University and

Article 2 applies to insurance placed 
before March 2 on cotton shipped to a 
neutral destination for neutral sale on 
delivery, provided it is loaded before 
March 16, and that the ship sails be- 
fore March 31. 

The term ‘ontract price’’ means 
the price at which the coton was sold 
at the port of destination, the con- 
tract of sale value to control. 

In case of vessels which have sailed 
since the first of March, and others 
which sail before the shippers are able 
to submit the requisite documents for 
Consular certificates, the cargoes will

If Great Britain were to establish a 
true blockade of Germany, every neu- 
tral would be put upon warninhg. 
Ships destined ‘to Germany would be 
lawful prize everywhere, and would 
operate at their own risk. By these 
orders, neutrals trading with Germany. 
are simply told that if they are eaught 
they may have their cargoes diverted 
to allied ports, and if they chance to 
have a covatty as powerful as the. 
United States behind them they will 
be well paid for property and trouble. 

The financial side of this arrange- 
ment is so obviously designed to pla- 
cate Ameyicans that it amounts to an 
insult.

Fortunately for us, they,had run out 
of ammunition. One. waf dead, and !

He 
offered me the cross, saying, ‘We don't 
like Germany.’ I refused.” 

The notes end with an ‘account of the 
writer’s éscape from the Yser. He says:

German Loss at Neuve Chapelle. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMEX 
LONDON, Tuesday, March 16.—Tho 


Daily Mail correspondent with the 
British army, in the field, describing the 
capture of ‘Neuve Chapelle by the 
British, says that the erman losses 
were frightful. At the time he wrote 
over 2,000 German dead were still lying 
on the ground in front of the British 
line. The total German casualties he 
estimated at 5,000 dead and at least 
13,000 wounded, while as a result of the 
Sebting last week 1,720 prisoners had 
fallen into British hands. 


Won’t Be Attacked Again. 


LONDON, March 15.—A Reuter dis- 
patch from Beriin by way of Amster- 
dam quotes the German Minister of the 
Interior and Vice Chancellor, Clemens 
Delbriick, as declaring in a speech in 
the upper chamber of the Prussian 
Diet Germany's intention, to continue 
the war uritil she obtained the guaran- 
tees she desired. 

“If we were satisfied with merely 
repelling the enemy,” .said the Vic 
Chancellor, ‘we should soon have 
peace. But we cannot rest satisfiea 
with that alone: We shall not sheatne 
the sword until we obtain guarantees 
that our enemies will not attack us 
again. Discussion of these guarantees 
at the present time would not further 
German interests.’ 

Herr Delbruck spoke after the upper 
chamber had adopted the budget witn- 
out discussion. This, he said, was un- 
precedented, 1nd he added: “It shows 
that'al] partisan elements are now uunit- 
ed by a firm determination to win the 
war which has been forced upon us. 

“Our enemies have been repeatedly 
defeated by. eur unconguerable troops, 
and they are now going to try to starve 
us, waging war against our,women and 
children, instead of our armies and 
fleets."' 

“France wants the provinces she fost 
in 1871; Russia wants to make a prov- 
ince of Prussia; England wants to des- 
troy German commerce and sea power. 
But what our enemies have accomplish- 
ed—the loss of the greater part of our 
colonies—~is without decisive influence 
on the war. 

“On. the other hand, Belgium, a great 
industrial section of France, and part 
of Russian Poland are in our posses~ 
sion.. There are no enemies on German 
soil; all their efforts to crush Germany 
have been frustrated.”’ ee 

At the conclusion of Herr Delbrick 8 

speech the Diet adjourned to May 27. 
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“On the way up, the storming parties 
passed trench after trench upon the side 
of the German hill, which bore witness 
to the effectiveness of the French pro- 
jectiles.

General Gutierrez has not relinquished 
his claim to the Mexican provisional 
presidency. In fact he maintains not 
only that he. is still legally the Pro- 
visional President, but also that he is 
the only oue identified with the revo- 
lution who is legally. vested with that 
title under the action of the Aguascal- 
jentes convention, which was composed 
of delegates representing all the mili- 
tary leaders of the revolution. Vascon- 
celos has brought to Washington @ 
statement of :‘the ‘“‘Case of Gutierrez 
and.an analysis of the forces represent- 
ed as remaining loyal to the Provision- 
al Presidency of Gutierrez. This an- 
alysis makes it appear that there are 
generals with an aggregate of about 
40, men, behind this movement. 

The Gutierrez plan is to endeavor to 

ersuade all the military chieftains in 

exico City to bring about the reas- 
sembling of the Aguascalientes Con- 
vention for the purpose of adopting a 
lan for the restoration of peace in 
Gexloo other than through a military 
dictatorship.

“General Aguirre Benavides, Sub-Sec- 
retary of War, was in San Luis Potosi 
with 20,000 troops loyal to Gutierrez and 
the Convention Government.. General 
Gutierrez proposed joining them and 
went first to Pachuca, where he commu- 
nicated with the Government of the Uni- 
ted States and military authorities of 
the revolution, informing them that Villa 
had been deposed and that all the armed 
forces should take their orders from 
the Convention Government’s President. 

“ Gutierrez failed to get into communi- 
cation promptly with all the Convention 
Government's leaders, because Villa had 
control of the lines of military communi- 
cation. From Pachuca the party of 
General Gutierrez started to San Luis 
Potosi to join the bulk of the Convention 
troops, under General Benavides. To 
get there safely we took the road 

hrough the Huasteca region, which is 
very mountainous. The Carranzistas at- 
tacked us after we had been marching 
two days. We had to change our route, 
because we did not want to fight. This 
was because Gutierrez was anxious to 
reach San Luis Potosi as quickly as 
possible. 


Find Their Friends Beaten. 


“In all of this we lost several wecks 
tUme, and when we reached the vicinity 
of San Luis Potosi we found that Villa 
had captured the city and the place had 
been evacuated by General Benavides, 
who with some of his troops had moved 
south. We sought to form a juncture 
with Benavides south of San Luis Po- 
tosi. But, meanwhile Benavides was 
attacked and defeated by Villa at San 
Felipe, in Guanajuato, on the railroad 
running from San Luis Potosi. But 
Benavides managed finally to join us 
with a remnant of 800 men, left out of 
the 10,000 that had marched out of San 
Luis Potosi with him. The rest «ad 
either been lost in battle or escaped in 
other directions, dividing into smaller 
groups, which are still, TLowever, loyal 
to Gutierrez. These went into the States 
of ,Michoacan, Jalisco, and Zacatecas. 

With -the new group formed by the 
juncture of Benavides's 800 men‘and the 
Robles guard of 3,000 men, and other 
troops, General Gutierrez moved nortb- 
east of San Luis Potosi in order to join 
the troops of General Matias Ramos, who 
had gone north from San Luis Potosi 
in the evacuation that preceded its cap- 
ture by Villa. The Ramos troops were 
the original Gutierrez troops. Before 
joining these troops the Gutierrez party 
was augmented by the troops of Gener- 
als Carrera Torres and Saturno Cidillo. 
These two Generals, with their forces 
of about 20,000 men, pledged their al- 
legiance to the Gutierrez Provisional 
Government. 

*“*Making his headquarters first in 
northeastern San Luis Potosi and then 
at Doctor Arroyo, Gutierrez from this 
latter point has been directing his cam- 
peign against Villa, Zapata, and Car- 

za. 

““T would like to add this fact: The 
so-called Provisional Government of 
Garza that was set up in Mexico City 
after General Gutierrez fled was a fic- 
tion. The Garza Government claimed to 
represent the convention. This is one of 
Villa’s falsehoods. The convention in 
Aguascalientes that named Gutierrez as 
Provisional President never actually re- 
assembled. The Aguascalientes Con- 
vention had first. named Gutierrez as 
Provisional President for twenty days, 
but before it adjourned the. convention 
decided that Gutierrez should continue 
-as Provisional President until his ap- 
pointment should be rectified, that Bs, 
until he or some one else was chosen as 
Provisional President.

CHICAGO, March 15.—Vice President 
Thomas R. Marshall was in this city 
today on his way to San Francisco, 
where he will represent President. Wil-- 
son at the formal dedication of the 
Panama Exposition. While here the 
Vice President talked of Mexican, in- 
ternational, and ° business ’ situations. 
Of Mexico, he said: 

‘““ Wholesale bloodshed would follow 
intervention in Mexico, and when we 
conquered ; we would have’ another 
Philippine Isiands cn our hands—some- 
thing we would have trouble letting 
loose of. ; 

“Vera Cruz with its snipers taught 
us only in a small way what armed in- 
tervention in Mexico would mean. It 
would mean wholesale bloodshed. - It 
would be years after we captyred the 
cities before we could subdue the coun- 
try. What would we do with the blood- 
thirsty Yaqui Indians? We might never 
subdue them.’ 

“While we were intervening how 
would the republics to the south of us 
look upon it? Might they not regard us 
with cistrust—as an invader armed with 
a big club who might push on into their 
provinces if successful? ”’

Doctor Says That Défendant’s Ner- 
vous Condition on Night of Ballou’s 
Death Made Her Irresponsible.

BRIDGEPORT, March 15.—That Mrs. 
Helen M. Angle was suffering from a 
pronounced nervous depression is her 
defense for making different statements 


at|to the police on the night of June 23 


last and for séveral days afterward as 
to her connection with the death of 
Waldo R., Ballou, for which she has 
been on trial before a jury in the Su- 
perior Court for two. weeks. 

The State rested fts case today and 
Mrs. Angle was to have taken the stand, 
but there were so many clashes be- 
tween counsel, based on the attempt of 
the defense to get in opinions of physi- 
cians on Mrs, Angle’s physical 
mental condition, that there was a long 
delay in:the proceedings, and Mrs. An- 
gle did not get a chance to tell her 
story. She will be one of the first 
witnesses called tomorrow morning. 

The first witness called by the de- 
fense was Dr. J. Howard Staub, an 
expert connected with the West- 
port Sanitarium. He testified that Mrs. 
Angle was under his care from May 24 
last until after the death of Mr. Ballou. 

“What, in your opinion, was her con- 
dition, having in mind her mental con- 


dition, on the night of June 24 last?”’

Punctures Found at Times 
Square in Same Cable That 
Caused 53d St. Accident. 


DRILL POINT ALSO STAINED 


Denies His Machine Caused 
Short Circuit. 


The fire in the Times Square station 
of the Subway early yesterday morning, 
of which there was an account in a late 
edition of THE Tims, was similar in 
many respects to the fatal fire that oc- 
curred in, the Subway at. Fifty-third 
Street on Jan. 6. Both fires began in 
the insulation of the same power cable 
by which Interborough Rapid Transit 
trains have been run since the Subway 
was opened. In each case drillers em-. 
ployed by the Holbrook, Cabot & Rollins 
Corporation, the contractors for the new 
subway excavations in Times Square, 
were drilling near the cable just before 
the fire started. 

Close to where the drillers had been 
at work the cable was found punctured 
after each fire, and this fact in the case 
of the earlier blaze led the Interborough 
Company to charge that the short circuit 
that resulted in the fire was catsed 
when a driller drove-his drill point into 
the cable. The charge was denied by the 
Holbreok Company, and the dispute will 
probably be settled in court. The same 
course will be followed in the case of 
yesterday’s accident, it is said. A drill 
found ‘in the Times Square excavation 
on the point of which’ were traces of 


lead and copper, the materials. of which 
the “ armor’ of the cable is composed, 
will be an important exhibit when. the 
new issue between the Interborough and 
the Holbrook Company comes up for 
settlement. 


McCall Examines Workmen 


Chairman MeCall of the Public Service 
Commission and representatives of the 
companies concerned went to Times 
Square at 9 o’clock yesterday morning 
and stayed there almost all day. Testi- 
mony was taken from seven witnesses, | 
and the inquiry was then adjourned un- | 
til.10 o’clock this morning, when a for- !

No one was hurt in the fire yesterday 
morning, and this was due, in the opinion 
of many, to the fact that the fire started 
early in the morning, when the Subway 
trains ran at long intervals. For several 
blocks below and abdve the Times Square 
station the Subway was filled with dense 
smoke in which no one could have lived 
long.

Cc. 8S Vaughn of 251 South BHighth 
Avenue, Mount Tene, a negro drill 
runner employed by the Holbrook. Com- 
pany, told those who. conducted the in- 
quiry into the accident yesterday that 
shortly before 3 o'clock rday morn- 
ing he went into the venth Avenue 
excavation where it extends under the 
nerth end of the Times mating to 
break the cement over the roof.of the 
tube. He had just begun to drill with 
a “bull point,’’ he said, when L: y 
Smith, his foreman, came of and noticed 
a hole in the Subway roof near where 
Vaughn was standing. Smith told him, 
he said, not to drill any more until the 
hole ‘was covered up, and went away to 

et a board for the purpose. Vaugh said 

at ‘he stopped drilling and was wait- 
ing for Smith to return when he heard 
a spluttering sound and then what he 
described as an explosion. 

The negro said he saw blue: flames 
breaking through a cable within a few 
feet of him and that,’a minute later, 
the excavation began to fill with smoke. 
He dropped his drill and ran, he said, 
not knowing what had happened. After 
the negro’s flight the flames ran fifteen: 
feet north along the insulation of the 
eable and spread to the boarding over 
Seventh Avenue. _— 

Cable’s Insulation Punctured, 

Two punctures’ in the coating of the 
cable that might have been made by a 
point were found near where Vaughn 
was working, but the negro denied that 
his drill had been within three feet of 
the punctures. Other witnesses testified 
that the holes were not noticed on Fri- 
day or Saturday, and that no work was 
done in the excavation on Sunday until 
after dark. 

The drill believed by many to have 
been used by Vaughn was found at the 
bottom of the excavation by —— 
O’Pray, a master mechanic employed Dy 
the Holbrook Corporation. He was com- 
ing out of the excavation with it when 
three men stopped him and told him to 
give it to them. He refused and the 
men appeated to the police, saying that 
the drill should be kept as_ evidence. 
Several policemen, O’Pray, and the men 
were wrangling when Mr. Clark, the 
engineer of the Holbrook Corporation, 
obtained the drill after making his 
identity known. According to Mr. Clark, 
the three men who had _ intercepted 
O’Pray disappeared after the wrangle 
and their identity was not -learned. 

Mr. Clark admitted yesterday that he 
could not explain the traces of lead and 
copper found on the point of the drill. 
He referred to them as ‘‘ mysterious,”’ 
saying that he was inclined to believe 
Vaughn’s story, but that the stains on 
the drill had not been accounted for by 
the negro. It’ had not been proved, he 
said, that the drill found by O’Pray was 
the one used by Vaughn.

CAPT. HENRY KING DEAD. 


Managing Editor of The St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat for 18 Years. 


ST, LOUIS, March 15.,-Capt, Henry 
King, who recently retired as managing 
editor of The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
died here this afternoon, at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs.' Nelson J. Hawley. 
Capt. King had been seriously ill for 
three weeks and after he had been un- 
able to go to The Globe-Democrat office 
for several days he sent in his resig- 
nation, retiring Feb. 26, after more than 
fifty years of active newspaper work. 
Death was due to a complication of 
diseases, chief of which was bronchitis. 

Capt. Henry King’s first notable as- 
signment was to cover the — Lincoln- 
Douglas debates in 1858. From that date 
until. his retirement he was in daily 
newspaper work, save for the four years 
he spent in the. Union army during the 
civil war. He retired from the army 
with the rank of Captain. 





He was born in Salem, Ohio, May 1f," 


1842, and married in 1861 Miss Maria L. 
Lane, who died several years ago. 
After leaving the army he returned to 
newspaper work in Quincy, where he 
was editor of The Whig. Later he went 
to Topeka, Kan., and with Joseph K. 
Hudson founded The Topeka Capital. 
~In 1888 he joined the staff of The St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat as an editorial 
writer. When Joseph C. McCullagh, 
managing editor, died in December, 
1896, Capt. King was appointed his suc- 
cessor as managing editor, in charge of 
both the news department and of the 
editorial page. 

Capt. King was a stalwart Republi- 
can and a close friend of former Speak- 
er Joseph G, Cannon. 





Travelers Insurance Company, which 
has insured the Holbrook Corporation, 
testified that at 1:85 o’clock yesterday 
morning, an hour and a half before 
the fire started, he was making a tour 
through the Subway near Times Square 
and smelled burning rubber.

Some were inclined to 
think yesterday that the ropes support- 
ing this beam broke, and that the beam, 
in falling, struck the cable and caused 
the short circuit; but others were of the 
opinion that the supports of the beam 
were burned away by the fire.

Old Settlers in Revolt, 


The struggle in Bronxville is a revolt 
on the part of the older residents 
against the so-called Lawrence régime. 
Everybody in Bronxville is either a 
Lawrence or an anti-Lawrencé man, de- 
pending on whether he approves of the 
Lawrence Park Realty Company, which 
owns the Gramatan Inn and most of 
the stores and apartment houses and 
things about the place. The story of 
their grievances goes away back to the 
day when W. V. Lawrence put Bronx- 
ville on the suburpan reui estate map 
with his hotel and other enterprises. 
The older residents had no objection to 
that, but they were upset when it was 
discovered some timé ago that Mr. Law- 
rence’s hotel and his arcade building 
across the way cut off a large slice of 
Sagamore Road near the station. A 
year ago they proved this in court, but 
the realty company did not remove the 
encroachments, and the anti-Lawrence 
faction has been winning new members 
ever since. 

They think it is time Bronxville, be- 
sides saving its name, took steps to elect 
a new set of public officials, and so there 
is a stro opposition ticket in the field. 
The anti-Lawrence faction has nomi- 
nat Allan R. Campbell, a lawyer, of 
25 Broad Street, for Village President, 
and Daniel McCurdy and John Utz for 
Trustees, to run against the so-called 
Lawrence candidates on.the Citizens’ 
ticket, headed by Charles Ruston, Jr., 
for President, and Alfred Williamson 
and A. Dudley Britton for Trustees. The 
rival candidates meet daily in the smok- 
er commuting to and from New York 


The anti-Lawrence candidates are 
running on the Republican ticket, under 
the ballot box and eagle; the pro- 
Lawrence men under the emblem of the 
dove. But neither emblem signifies the 
state of affairs in Bronxville—not by a 
litle bit. The use of the Republican 
emblem, the antis‘explained, was forced 
on them by the primary law. Candidate 
Campbell] himself was a Democrat, but 
for fear some of the loyal Democrats in 
the anti-Lawrence camp might hesitate 
about putting the cross under the eagle 
and ballot box a third ticket was named 
at the last minute with all the anti- 
Lawrence candidates on it.

Pleads for Home Rule.

THE ORDER IN CQUNCIL. 
- The measures taken by England to 
put a stop to trade between Germany 
and neutral countries are in effect a 
blockade. The Order. in Council. de- 
clares that ships going to’ or from Ger- 
many will*be stopped. If all ships are 
to be stopped, that-:is equivalent to a 
blockade. ‘Yet the Order in Council 
does not call it a blockade, It is open 
to ntutrals'to say ‘that, - this is not 
in form such a blockade as interna- 
tional law recognizes as_ binding, they 
cannot be called upon’ to réspect it. 
That objection may be made. But 
it is to be noted. that. the chief prac- 
tical point.in which this embargo ‘dif- 
fers from a blockade is in the treat- 
ment of neutral ships, stopped by Brit- 
ish cruisers: They are not to be seized 
rand confiscated, as would be the case 
were a blockade regularly declared, 
but are to be sent to a British port, 
where their cargoes will be discharged, 
and, if not contraband, will be either 
paid for by Great Britain or restored. 
to the owners on terms fet by the 
prize courts. 
It would appear, therefore, that Eng- 
land has refrained from declaring and 
establishing a regular blo¢kade ih -or- 
der that she may he free to treat neu- 
tral ships with greater consideration 
and inflict less hardship on neutral 
trade. It is a blockade modified in 
favor of neutrals and their commerce. 
That fact is likely to-influence the 
tone and character of such protests as 
may be made.

COMING OUT FOR SUFFRAGE. ‘ 
If as 4 male person you feel obliged 
to come out for woman suffrage, it is 
best not.to balance.reasons. That is 
to pretend’ you are also a judicial- 
minded person or that you have ar- 
rived at your opinion by a process of 
thought. Though you may hope to de- 
ceive yourself,. you will fool hardly 
anybody else, least of all the woman, 
who is: very apt to detect the emo- 
tional principle and scorn the argu- 
ment. The New York World has made 
that mistake. It accepts the thing 
without embracing it. “In the steady 
sweep of democracy,” it says, “the 
“time will come when the present

PERVERSE FASHIONS. 

“| Man so easily adjusts himself to im- 
mediate conditions and. there is so 
much. sheer perversity in events that 
fluctuations are always unexpected 
and untimely. That is true of fluctua- 
tions in-all manner of things, espe- 
cially ‘wheat, shares, railroad earnings, 
and the quantity of material required 
to make a fashionable skirt. It is pos- 
sible at times to say that a.maximum 
or minimum has been touched, and so 
to determine the direction in which 
the next ¢hange will occur, but the 
time itself is then uncertain, ‘for there 
is also an inertia in things. It was 
long ago apparent that the skirt had 
found its irreducible proportions. Any 
change at all would have to be toward 
greater fullness. 

Indeed, when walking in it up and 
down steps became hazardous and 
sometimes fatal, one might have been 
reasonably certain that the diminish- 
ing tendency had gone already too 
far, that the reaction would be violent, 
and that the beginning of change 
was imminent:. But. even so probable 
an event as that was strangely ‘re- 
tarded. The skirt, instead of growing 
wider, appeared with a slit, and. manu- 
facturers of fabrics continued te com- 
plain of ruin. Now, suddenly, unex- 
pectedly, and.at an awkward 'time the 
change comes. The world being all 
upset by war, and everybody, on that 
account, feeling poor and frugal, fash- 
ion decrees that a skirt shall be wide 
again. 


THE DISARMAMENT DELUSION. 

Any effort to secure perpetual peace 
throughout the world deserves com- 
mendation. The desire for peace is 
not peculiar to any one country or 
any particular class, set, or sect. The 
members of the American Leagué to 
Limit’Armaments have no monopoly. 
of it. Thé "Aiterican people are de 
voted*to commerce, the arts and in- 
dustries, they ‘cherish no ill-will for 
any of their neighbors, they do not 
want war, and may,be relied upon to 
do all in their power, with honor, to 
avoid it. As to whether or not the 
best. way to avoid all war in the future 
is to neglect all preparation for de- 
fense in case of attack there can be 
no doubt of the opinion of the ma- 
jority.’ It isthe will of the people of 
the United States that their army 
shall be placed on the footing provid- 
ed for by law,.that the navy shall be 
made equal to that of any other nation 
except Great Britain. 

The League to Limit Armaments, in 
its recently published statement, ex- 
presses the opinion that our army and 
navy, “if they were efficiently and 
“economically managed, * : * would 
“serve all our purposes.” This is 
‘precisely the idea of the infltential 
men, in and out of the Government, 
who have been urging no more than 
‘efficient and economical management. 
With efficient management the regi- 
ments would be full, there would be 
an ample supply of arms and ammuni- 
tion always on hand to meet any sud- 
dén emergency, all our warships would 
be properly manned, and there would 
be no scarcity of officers: 

This kind of efficiency would not be 
militarism, it would not-prepare us to 
take part in a world war; but it would 
enable us effectually to resist sudden 
assault long enough for war measures 
to be put in force. Disarmament to 
the extent of neglecting coast defenses 
or, failing to keep the navy well sup- 
plied with warships of the latest and 
most effective type is not to be thought 
of while a terrible war, which was 
wholly unexpected a year ago, ‘is 
devastating Europe. _To talk of pre- 
venting-war by failing to provide our- 
selves with means of protection in 
case of unlooked-for peril seems as 
foolish as to expect to ward off freez- 
ing weather by neglecting to provide 
ourselves with warm clothing, or to 
prevent rain by suppressing umbrellas 
and overshoes. We sympathize with 
the league’s wholesome abhorrence of 
war, but sometimes in the past it has 
been a necessary evil, and it may be 
again. We cannot make over human- 
ity by oratory and sets of resolutions. |

rorbid spectators. Each of these feats 
illustrates the possibilities of the aero~- 
plane and trains the aviator in meeting 
those accidental ‘disturbances of equi- 
librium which he is likely at any mo- 

ment to encounter even while making 
his way through the air in the most cau- 
tious and least sensational. way.’ 

BeacHey, like the other men who are 
more or less successful in imitating his 
oops and plunges and spirals, was far 
safer in the air than are those who can 
do only straightaway flying and lose ail 
control of their machines as soon as they 
are overturned or begin to fall rapidly. 
It must be remembered that he was 
killed not because he had attempted to 
do sométhing which he had done many 
times before, but because he made the 
attempt with a, monoplane, instead of 
with the structurally stronger biplane 
with which he was more familiar. 

That was his fatal mistake. He sub- 
jected his machine, when he suddenly 
changed its vértical downward course to 
one approximately horizontal, to a strain 
which its widely. extended and weakly 
braced wings could not resist, and when 
they crumpled under the shock there 
was no further. opportunity for the ex- 
ercise of his wonderful skill. The 
strain, however, was one that could 
have been calculated beforehand, and 
had BeacHEY been as good an engineer 
as he was aviator he would have known 
on just what margin of safety he was 
flying and he would have refrained from 
exceeding or even approaching it. 

The lesson of his death, therefore, is 
not the one that will be most often 
drawn from it—that ‘“‘fancy’’ flying 
should stop—but rather that such flying 
should be attempted only with machines 
known to be strong enough to withstand 
the greater stresses which flying of that 
kind produces. In BeagHepy’s.. death 
American aviation has sustained a heavy

As not a few roses 
are grown within the 
Cheap limits of Greater New 

York, and they are to 
and Costly. be found in the gar- 
den of practically every commuter, thefe 
will be a lot of local interest in the con- 
travéersy which has been started by the 
writer in THE SuNDAY TIMES who called 
attention to the fact that rose bushes 
ean be bought for 15 and even 10 cents 
apiece. This showed, he said, that the 
cultivation’ sof the queenly flowers need 
not involve much expense for anybody 
with a little land on which to grow 
them. His statement, however, was 
taken by one of our readers as implying 
criticism of the nurserymen who charge 
much higher prices for their roses, and 
he hastened to protest against the impli- 
cation and to proclaim that the more 
expensive plants are worth enough more 
than the cheap ones to make the pur- 
chase of the latter poor economy. 

Now, whether one should pay much or 
little for his rose bushes depends a good 
deal on what one wants and on the size 
of his purse. Bought with knowledge 
and discretion, and handled with some 
knowledge of gardening, a good many of 
the cheap plants will produce, in two 
years or so, flowers satisfactory as to 
both quantity and quality for the ama- 
teur whose yearn. is not for the best of 
the newer varieties. .They will not con- 
tent—they will even be scorned by—the 
grower whose taste 1s more advanced, 
and they will not take any prizes at the 
shows, but for others they will give a 
large return on a small investment. 

For people who can afford to be more 
discriminating, the costlier plants are 
certainly the better worth buying. Their 
higher prices -are justified by their size 
and condition on arrival, and merely 
because some rose bushes can be bought 
for 10 or 15 cents apiece, nobody should 
suspect the growers who charge ten or 
twenty times as much.of being robbers. 
They supply a different market and usu- 
ally give full value for money received, 

A more edifying controversy, perhaps, 
would be as to the relative merit, from 
the aesthetic point of view, of roses 
**double’’ and roses ‘‘ single.’’ As a 
rule any sort of a ‘‘ double ”’ flower is a 
poor, characterless thing, but the case of 
the rose is exceptional and only the bot- 
anist sees it in its familiar form as the 
monstrosity and degenerate it cer- 
tainly is.

Music IN. AMERICA, 


Prof. Fleck Denies That It Is Not 
Widely Appreciated. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

As an American, allow me to take 
issue with Mr. Ivan Narodny. in his 
‘letter entitled. ‘‘ Music. in’ America,” 
which appeared in last Sunday’s issue 
of your paper. That “music is still a 
luxury in this country, as Mr. Narodny 
Says, no one cares to deny; but that 
music .is not appreciated in this country 
I most emphatitally deny. 

Let us look the matter straight in the 
face and study. the history of art. Years 
ago music depended upon the old royal 
foster. fathers of art. These princes 
took art under their sheltering wings 
and regarded it as a monopoly of their 
order, Literary men, painters, sculp- 
tors, and musicians, all looked out- for 
& munificent, encourager, who when 
found esteemed them as ministers to 
his own personal and peculiar glory. 
Thus, both parties were satisfied, and 
art, elevated above the influence .of 
fickle and uneducated taste, flourished 
to an extraordinary degree. When, how- 
ever, an artistic public began to shape 
itself among the mass of the people, 
the royal and noble patron found himself 
no longer a necessity. He had nursed 
art through its babyhood, and, the child. 
being able to run alone, he was not so 
much wanted. Nowadays he comes in 
with the rest of us to the banquet of 
art and takes his ticket at the door on 
the usual terms. Sometimes he is out- 
bidden by Smith oJones for a picture; 
the chances of a book being dedicated 
to him are. certainly not greater than 
those enjoyed by others who are princes 
of great men in the writer’s own world. 

In this country there have been two 
great conservators of music, American 
women and the Jews. In almost every 
town or city over this broad land you 
will find choral and instrumental organ- 
izations devoted to the study of the 
works of the great composers, and in 
nearly all cases these.clubs are founded, 
supported,. and governed by women. 
Nowhere can you find a more cultivated 
and refined audience, one more aristo- 
cratic and exacting. in its demands, 
than at a Boston Symphony concert. 
Go, also, to the, affairs of the Flonza- 
leys and other. chamber music organi- 
zations. Here you find the true. nobil- 
ity of democratic ..America, quickenéd 
by culture and a rare order of. intelli- 
gence to a lofty plane of artistic” te- 
Sponsiveness and appreciation. These 
audiences are distinctly American <%n 
appearance, atmosphere, and culture. 
Indeed, aside from professional musi- 
cians, the Bohemians, Poles, Hungari- 
ans, Russians, Lithuanians, and Scan- 
dinavyians are noticeable for theif ab- 
sence or scarcity in numbers. Every 
oné, who has Had. public experiéncé! in 
musical affairs knows that the Italians 
have little or no use for music outside 
of Italian opera; the Germans take al- 
most no interest in music aside from 
their singing societies; an Irish audi- 
ence cannot be brought together unless 
it is to laugh and cry over their songs; 
the Russians harp eternally upon Tschai- 
kowsky, Borodine,' a few other writers, 
and their national. songs’ and pieces— 
in fact, all these nations in their love 
and appreciation seldom rise higher than 
their folk-songs and national music. 

If musical appreciation is bounded by 
geographical limits in the form of na- 
tional folk-songs, then, too, Mr. Narod- 
ny will find the Americans quite ‘as 
responsive and deeply affected by music 
as any other nation. Let an orchestra 
strike up ‘ Dixie,’’ ‘‘ Suwanee River,’’ 
‘*“My Old Kentucky Home,”’.or any 
othér of the old melodies, and it instant- 
ly meets with a hearty and cordial re- 
sponse on the part of the audience. In- 
deed, even the hard-headed financier 
grows mellow under the influence of 
these lovable old songs. Finally, let me 
add, in no other country in the world 
is goof music in the broad sense of 
the word, whether it be German, Rus- 
sian, French, Italian, or from any other 
nation, accorded a heartiér reception 
or warmer appreciation than right here 
in-America, HENRY, T..

Enough Supreme Court Judges.: 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A bill has been introduced in the Legis- 
lature providing for the election of two ad- 
ditional Supreme Court Judges for the Ninth 
Judicial District, consisting of the counties 
of Westchester, Putnam, Dutchess, Orange, 
and Rockland. The bill has been prepared 
by some one who' has not given sufficient 
consideration to the conditions and has drawn 
a wrong conclusion as to the necessity for 
the additional Judges. There is no.necessity 
for them, and I am able_to find but very few 
lawyers who believe that: there is. On the 
contrary, it is ‘the general belief among the 
bar in this judicid] district. that the bill, is 
ill-advised, and I. believe that if the Judges 
in this district were asked, their opinion 
would be the same. 

Two additional Judges will make seven for 
this district, and with the present amount. of 
work one-half of them would be idle a great 
part of the time. The conditions do not 
warrant the passage of the bill in question. 
The additional expenses, including the salaries 
of the Judges, their secretaries and stenog- 
raphers, would amount in the aggregate to at 
least $60,000 a year, and would be an un- 


necessary and unjustifiable burden upon thé 
taxpayers of this district. 

Besides, the indications are that owing ‘to 
the operation of the workmen’s compensation 
law, there will be a very large decrease in 
litigation.

The unemployment situation in New 
York today is a condition and not a 
theory, and it fs a sad condition and 
one that must be promptly met. I am 
not an expert on the subject, but, after 
looking over the various proposals, it: 
seems to me that there is only one thing 
to do in this emergency—for emergency’ 
it is and not a chronic condition—and 
that is to dig down deep into our re- 
spective pockets and contribute our dol- 
lars to those organizations which are 
equipped unostentatiously to help ‘first 
the women and children, and. then the 
suffering men. The trade unions, ‘which 
can handle the inion side of the ques- 
tion and also probably can go further, 
and the charity and church ‘organiza- 
tions, which can reach the non-union 
workers and the non-organizable, can 
distribute the funds by loaning che. 
money, rather than doling it out in 
charity, thus retaining the self-respect 
of the unemployed who,are, helped. 

The Socialists admit “har, they, have 
nothing to propose which will furnish a 
job or a loaf of bread to any. of the 
starving. people of. New York. The 
only help they. propose is the calling of 
mass meetings all over’ the country, 
not for the purpose of finding work 
or bread for the unemployed, but 
to utilize the opportunity to exploit their 
proposals to take over ‘all the factories, 
mines, mills, farms, &c., and operate 
them democratically. That is something 
which they can hardly expect to ac- 
complish before Spring. 

The Industrial Workers of :the World, 
who are jealous of the Socialist move- 
ment, are also making proposals -and 
these are to be given also to the pub- 
lic through mass meetings, big and lit- 
tle. They, however, have an advantage 
over the Socialists in not waiting until 
the people starve before ‘they give them 
their remedy, which ds, of course, the 
same in. both cases—mental pabulum. 
Mr. Ettor, the leader of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, as reported, 
admits: ‘The I. W.. W. frankly con- 
fesses to the unemployed that it can- 
not itself offer an immediate reniedy 
for their ills.’’ Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, 
Amos -Pinchot, John Haynes Holmes, 
and Mrs. J. B. Warbasse are urging and 
threatening all kinds of parades of the 
unemployed, the former telling the 
workers to say to the.employers: ‘If 
you do not give us that work that we 
require, we are going to find’ ways and 
means of getting the wofk.”” In other 
words, they are going to go out and just 
take it. That is one way to get work, 
to be sure, if it works, but probably it 
will be found to be much better as a 
rhetorical proposition than as a prac- 
tical .one. 

The sociologists also have ideas, but 
those ideas, :so far as I can discover, 
have. no, relation to the present emer- 
gency. ‘One of their proposals, which 
they are adyocating as if it’ were a 
brand-new idea, is the organization by 
the Federal, State, and Municipal Géov- 
ernments of a co-operating chain of. em- 
ployment agencies. under the--control:of 
the Department of Labor. One ‘fact 
that militates. against the importance 
of this suggestion is. that, so. far -as 
New ‘York is concerned, ‘this has already 
been done. The Federal Government has 
organized eighteen zones throughout the 
country, one of* them being in New 
York City; the State of New. York is 
establishing, under a law passed a. year 
ago, employment agencies throtighout 
the State, one of them being in New 
York. City; and the City-of New York 
has established a municipal employment 
bureau in the City of’ New York. The

Another suggestion: that is being made 
is for the establishment of an unem- 
ployment insurance system, based upon 
foreign experience. -Eyen if this were 
@ practical solution of the problem and 
all the. political forces that contro] the 
forty-eight Legislatures of ‘the. country. 
were in favor of it, it eouild not be 
brought into operation in. time to help 
the situation. But the students of that 
problem are far.from being agreed upon 
the effectiveness of such a system, If 
the much vaunted English plan were 
transplanted’ to this country bodily, it 
would mean only that in certain indus- 
tries.the workers, while.out of employ- 
ment, would receive from the State at 
most less than 25 cents a day. for fifteen 
weeks only, and such a seheme is fur- 
thermore hedged about by so much red 
tape and so many unpleagant personal 
restrictions that much discussion and 
much investigation would be needed be- 
fore the wage earners of this country 
would accept it as an effective means 
for meeting emergencies, and it is only 
in emergencies that unemployment is a 
serious matter. When “ the wheels go 
round” thére ig no unemployment éx- 
cept of the unemployable. 


Therefore, I contend that the Socialists 
and sociologists have nothing tangible 
to offer to meet the needs of today, 
which are. bread or a job. The jobs are 
rapidly increasing in number. . Only yes- 
terday I saw the figures in one industry 
where there are 8,000 employés, Three 
weeks ago “800 of these men were-being 
carried by the union. Today there are 
fewer than fifty of these employés being 
so carried, and. they are the older mien. 
An example has/been set them by the 
Brewers* Association, which is giving 
every employé five days’ work: instead 
of six days, running the plant the six 
days. The buildjng trade: unions are 
meeting with the contractors to get 
them to take on the men in relays, thus 
following the example set by the brew- 
ers, Through the Mayor's Committee, 
the employers, I am told, are pretty 
generally adding on to their number of 
employés here and there where they 
can, and they are also ‘thus following 
the example of the brewers. Al) the 
municipal work which, under the law,, 
can Be forced ‘at this time, .we' are-as- 
sured will be started, bat this gfill leaves 
a very large Hiimber of people who must 
suffer during the next three months, 

So I repeat that this is an emergency 
which can only be met as we meet 
other great emergencies, such as earth- 
quakes, fires, floods, or cyclones, or as 
we are doing now for the starving peo- 
ple of Belgium.

LONDON, March 15,—Walter Crane, 
the artist; lecturer, and author, died to- 
day at his home, 18 Holland Street, 
Kensington West, in his seventieth year. 
He becae a member of the ‘Royal So- 
ciety of Painters in Water, Colors in 
1902, a Commendatore of the Order of 
the Royal Crown of Italy in 1903, and a 
Cavaliere of the Order of Saints Mau- 
rizio and Lazaro of Italy in 1911. 

Mr. Crane was born in Liverpool and 
was the second son of the late Thomas 
Crane, the artist, of Chester, and was 
educated privately, being mostly self- 
taught. He-was apprenticed to W. ‘J. 
Linton and at the age of 16, in 1862, ex- 
hibited at the Royal Academy. In 1863 
his first illustrated book, ‘‘ The New 
Forest,”’ was published, and he then 
commenced painting steadily and ex- 
hibited at the Dudley Gallery from 1866 
until 1882, and for a time was a member 
of the Dudley Committee. In 1882 he 
became a member of the Royal Institute 
of Painters in Oil and Water Color, from 
which he resigned. in 1886. 

Mr. Crane was an Associate of the 
Royal Society of Painters in Water 
Colors in 1889, and in the same year re- 
ceived the silver medal in Paris for his 
painting, ‘‘The Diver.”” In 1895 he re- 
ceived the silver medal of the Society 
of Arts for his lecture, ‘‘ Appl.ed Arts 
and Their Reiation to Common Life,’’ 
and in the same year Munich awarded 
him a gold medal for hispicture, “ Char- 
iots of the Hours.”’ ‘ 

Mr. Crane received the gold medal 
for mural tile desigr «nd the bronze 
medal for works in the tine Arts Class 
of Pilkington’s i‘xhibit in Faris ‘n 19Q0. 
He was a Past Master of the Art Work- 
ers’ Guild; the president at the time of

REV.BROTHER ANTHONY DIES 


President Emeritus of Manhattan 
College Was in His 75th Year. 


The Rev. Brother Anthony, President 
emeritus’ of Manhattan College, died 
last night at St. Vincent’s Hospital, in 
his seventy-fifth year. He was born in 
Rochester, N. Y., his family name be- 
ing William W. Byrnes, and he entered 
the Order ‘of the Christian Brothers in 
1858, ‘Brother ‘Arnithoriy spent the first 
twelve years of his teaching career in 
the brothers’ schools in Montreal and 
Quebec, and many of.the leading men 
of Canada, among them Chief Justice 
Fitzgerald, were his pupils. 

He was transferred to Manhattan Col- 
lege in 1870, as Professor of English,

During the 
next ten years he became widely known 
in this city and in 1885 -was,caled to 
France, On his return he was appointed, 
President, of St. Joseph's College. at 
Buffalo, and two years later was called 
to this city and became Director of De 
La Salle Institute on Fifty-ninth Street. 
In 1890 Brother Anthony again was 
appointed President of Manhattan Col- 
lege, and in 1898 retired on account of 
failing health, although he subpequently 
directed La Salle Academy at Troy, > 
Y., La Salle Academy at Providence, R. 
I, and St. Mary’s Academy in New 
York. The last years of his life were 
spent between Manhattan College and 
De La Salle Institute in this city.

ALBANY, March 15.—Despite the dis- 
turbed financial condition during the 
last part of 1914, caused by the Huro- 
pean war and general depression. of 
business conditions, the banking institu- 
tions of New York State made a credit- 
able showing for the year, according to 
the annual report of Superintendent of 
Banks Eugene Lamb Richards on sav- 
ings banks, trust companies, and other 
banking institutions, which was sub- 
mitted to the Legislature tonight.

Richards says: 

“ The savings banks of this State were 
given a severe test during the past year. 
However, they have demonstrated that 
probably never in their history were 
they better’able to meet the tremendous 
demand made upon them, due to general 
business “depression and the Huropean 
war. 

“That the savings banks of the State 
were able to met the heavy demands 
made upon them is shown by the reports 
filed with this department giving their 
condition on Jan. 1, 1915. While these 
reports show a loss in their total re- 
sources of $14,129,758, this decrease is 
due partly to the fact that the new 
banking law provides that savings banks 
must report their surpius based on mar- 
ket values, Under the old law the sur-

Prices Firm in Very Dull Trad- 
ing—Market's View of 
War News. 


Increased dullmess on the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday avas accompanied by

@ small net gain for the day. There 
was important news, the chief of which 
was Great Britain’s announcement of 
‘her plan to shut off trade with Ger- 
many. That news presented conflict- 
ing aspects from the American point of 
view, but the financial community was 


Hi | disposed yesterday as it had been when 


this British plan was first made known 
to look upon ‘it as containing more that 
was favorable than unfavorable from 
our point of view. That view of the 
matter was based on the fact that our 
direct trade with Germany has not been 
large since the outbreak of the war 
and on the further fact that the success 
of the British plan would serve to 
shorten the duration of the struggle. 
Of import similar to this were the fur- 
ther indications which yesterday’s news 
afforded of the likelihood of some coun- 
tries, now neutral, joining the Allies in 
their fight against Germany and her 
allies. From‘a close market point of 
view the noteworthy feature of the 
trading was the lack of selling pressure. 
That was partly. attested by the very 
dullness of the market and in part by 
the advances which were recorded on a 
very moderate scale of trading in all 
but a relatively few issues. 

There was other news beside that 
which bore directly on the conduct of 
the war which was favorable to this 
country. Announcement was made of 
the engagement of $2,500,000 more gold 
at Ottawa for import to New York, which 
with engagements arranged on Satur- 
day makes a total of $3,600,000 addi- 
tional gold which is now on its way 
here. The hold which our trade is giv- 
ing us on the international exchanges 
-and through them, to the extent to 
which they are permitted to act nor- 
mally, on the gold supply of the world 
is well illustrated by the figures of 
last week’s trade at the port of New 
York, from which exports were greater 
than in any previous week, while im- 
ports were small, with the result that 
the excess of exports at New York 
amounted to over $27,000,000 for the 
week. These conditions maké it natural 
for the financial community to look 
for further transactions in the shape 
of foreign loans by this market, and 
rumor. added vesterday to the list of 
the countries which are said to be look- 
York for advances in one 
form or another. 

The cables brought estimates of the 
amount of the foreign subscriptions to 
the. new German. war loan, but these 
seemed exaggerated unless other coun- 
tries have contributed much more to 
this loan than has the United States. 
It was estimated by bankers who have 
had a part in transmitting subscriptions 
to the loan that about $10,000,000 of the 
bonds were taken here. Although this 
is very much under some recent esti- 
mates, it is a sufficient amount fo 
have influenced the rate of exchange 
on Germany. Sterling was firmer yes- 
terday, but reacted after advancing. 
Such strength as the sterling exchange 
market has been showing bears out 
the belief that extensive credits have 
been arranged here. 


TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Bears Talk of Reading. 

Traders having a bearish interest in 
the market thought the opportunity 
good yesterday to talk about a possible 
reduction of the Reading dividend rate 
when the Directors meet this week. The 
action of the shares, however, showed 
that the gossip made small impression 
on the day's operations—a _ fair-sized 
fractional gain reflecting apparently a 
predominant belief that the usual quar- 
terly rate would be maintained. The 
Reading Company’s income was not suf- 
ficient in the seven months ended with 
January to meet charges and dividends 
by several hundred thousand dollars, 
but a surplus in the neighborhood of 
$40,000,000 stands in the background.

French Tariff Action Temporary. 


The steel companies, with facilities 
for much export work, have found that 
the French Government's recession of 
the tariff on rails imported does not 
contain as many possibilities for profits 
as seemed at first. The duty of $18 a 
ton was lifted last week, the impression 
coming with the brief announcement 
being that American mills would be 
called upon to help supply the general 
needs of French railways. Further in- 
formation makes it appear that pur- 
chases of rails to be entered free will be 
limited. A cablegram from the Ameri- 
can Ambassador at Paris to the De- 
partment of Commerce and _ Labor 
reads: 

“The French Government has sus- 
pended until further notice the import 
duties on rails’ arid fish plates intended 
for the repair of lines of communica- 
tion important for the national defense. 
The exemption will be applicable to all 
shipments made before the publication 
in the Journal Officiel of a decree pro- 
viding for the reimposition of the duty.”

Chess Games De Luxe. 

An innovation has been started among 
floor traders of the Stock Exchange 
which may offset the dullness of markets 
to some extent. Following the examples 
set by German Generals, the brokers 
have taken up chess. As in Poland and 
in. Northern France, the brokers en- 
gage in the new pastime behind the 


| firing lines—that is, in the lobby of the

"More Honest Credit Men Needed. 

More honest credit men, so far as the 
dissemination of credit information is 
concerned, are needed in several houses 
in the downtown dry goods centre, ac- 
cording to an opinion expressed by an 
executive of one of the leading commis- 
sion houses. ‘ It-is a fact well known,”’ 
he said yesterday, “that some of the 
credit offices in this trade make a spe- 
cialty of giving out credit information 
which is purposely inaccurate or :ncom- 
plete. It is done, it appears, either to 
prevent the inquiring house from get- 
ting too close a line on the account in 
question or in the hope that the ia- 
quiring house will ultimately suffer loss 
and drop the account from its books. 
This being the case, and it becoming 
known, the misinforming houses will 
make beelines after the offender in an 
endeavor to corral all his business. As 
a result, the latter is encouraged to do 
crooked things until he has come to the 
end of the rope and has to change his 
methods to get merchandise. In the 
meantime ke has made more or less 
money at the expense of the firms that 
sell to him. The only way to deal with 
information that is thought to be inac- 
curate or incomplete is to give out the 


same kind, or none at all.”

She demand for gray goods was fair- 
ly active in this market yesterday.

NEW CITY PAY CHECK. 


Employe’s Self-identifying Signa- 
ture Makes It Good at Any Bank. 


The city began yesterday, in making 
semi-monthly payroll payments, the use 
of a new form of check, which carries 
an automatic identificatioh, and which 
banks throughout the city have agreed 
to cash. 

These checks are drawn by the City 
Paymaster on a small number of banks 
where he establishes credits with checks 
given to him. by the City Chamberlain 
for the aggregate payrolls. These 
banks are often. inconvenient for city 
workers, and heretofore they have gen- 
erally cashed them at some store in 
the neighborhood, often at a discount. 
This difficulty will now be removed. 

Controller .Prendergast, in a pamphlet 
handed to the employes yesterday, said: 

**'Pay checks of the City of New York 
should be good for their face value any- 
where. City employes ought not to be 
obliged to pay discounts to storekeepers 
or others for having checks cashed, nor 
should they have trouble getting them 
honored at any city depositary. The 
new style of pay checks, the use of 
which is being extended to all depart- 
ments as rapidly as possible, can be 
cashed at more than 135 banks in the 
five boroughs, and undoubtedly will be 
accepted at full value by many hun- 
dreds of merchants. 

:“ The new check is so designed as to 
be self-identifying. In the lower left- 
hand corner is a space left for a speci- 
men signature. Each employe must 
sign his name in that space as a con- 
dition of the delivery to him of the 
check. The check should be signed be- 
fore the receipt is signed on the pay- 
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roll. 

“Under this plan your signature: on 
the face of the check makes your iden- 
tification automatic through your sec- 
ond signature when you indorse it for 
payment. When you take. the check to 
the bank for payment you should in- 
dorse it in the presence of the paying 
officer, unless the bank waives this ob- 
ligation. Neither the figures nor the 
specimen signature interferes in any 
way with indorsing the check over to 
another person or depositing it in a 
bank account.’

Turning to another subject, the Chair- 
man then calied attention to the item in 
a recent issue of THr Times showing that 
nego would’ pe no ship leaving New 
for. English portg for @ week, 
pointing out that three pewspapers other 
than THe TiMes gave it prominent head- 
lines upon their first pages, and adding: 
“The incident was calculated to im- 
press’ forcibly on the public mind the 
embarrassment in. which we find our- 
selves by reason of the want of ship- 
ping facilities.”’ 

Mr. Miller—It impressed upon the public 
mind the fact that there was a war. 

The Chairman—I call your attention to 
mention in THE TIMEs of the same inci- 
dent.

The Witness—I should not say that it 
Was either very prominent in The World 
or in The American. However, I cannot 
possibly see what relevancy the exigency 
of the makeup of THE TIMEs has to the 
question under consideration here. There 
are “many accidents, material and mechan- 
ical, aside from those of having a gnarled 
and a crooked soul, which might possibly 
account for that story having been pub- 
lished at the bottom the page instead of 
at the top». What want to convey is 
that there is no possible implication there 
that we intended to use that method of .- 

printing, that item ag an- argument against 
the .Ship.. Purchase bill or otherwise, or 
that we wanted to minimize its importance, 

The Chairman—The position in the paper 
you gave it was not particularly calculated 
to invite attention to it. 

\Mr.: Miller—I think it was decidedly. It 
is onthe first page of the paper, and we 
assume that everything in the paper is 
read. 

Q.—The item in. THE TIMES appears at 
the bottom of the second column of the 
first page, does it not? A.—¥es, from 
which I would draw no inference, -what- 
ever,; as any attempt to minimize its 
importance, or otherwise. 

Q:—Have you followed the news columns 
sufficiently to tell ug ‘whether the pro- 
ceedings of this committee have been anes 
from day to day in Tue Times? A.—I 
have not observed specifically; no. 

Q.—My attention is called to the fact that 
mo mention was made, whatever, in the 
paper of the examination of Mr, Franklin, 
who testified before the committee. Mr. 
Franklin is the Vice President of the In- 
ternational Mereantile Marine. Could -you 
tell us how that. omission occurred? 

Mr. Miller—I could not possibly explain 
what never happened. If it was not pub- 
lished in THE TIMES I am sure I.do not 
know the reason.

The Chairman—That is all. 


‘A Protest to the Committee. 


At this point Mr.,Miller entered the 
protest already referred to. He said: 


Mr. Chairman, I/do not know: that it is 
Proper for me to ask a question, but I 
should like to protest against any attempt 
on the part of is committee’ to intimate 
or insinuate her by what I say or by 
what I: do say, that there has been 
any effort or /the part of THE Now YORE 
Timps to Auppress news or to pervert 
news or to shape its policy in that re- 
spect to accord with its opposition to the 
Ship Purchase bill. I want to make that 
as plain and as positive as possible. The 
nature of your questions has been such as 
to intimate or, indicate to me that you 
have a suspicion that. we shaped the 
physical appearance ot THE TIMBs in ac- 
cordance with its editorial policy, in sup- 
pressing and minimizing news. There is 
nothing more erroneous, nothing more ab- 
soiutely contrary to the fact. We attempt 
-to make. the news columns of THr TIMES 
fairly reflect the news of the day with- 
out any bias or. prejudice one way or the 
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Howeyer, without acknow the right, 
I have been entirely free’ to answer so far 
as I could all of your questions.. I’ am 
very sorr t° I have not been able to 
m more fully and explicitly 
and satisfactorily 

The Chairman—You will understand, as a 
matter of. course, that t 
a public duty_to perform: 
Mr. Miller—Yes. 

The Chairman—it 1s . Charged 
Senate of the United Statés to investigate 
these ‘natters, and it seems quite reason- 
able that differences of opinion should 
arise as to just exactly what are the 
limits within ,;which that;inquiry should 
proceed. As far as they irman is con- 
cerned he has been guided by such little 
judgment and wisdom as he possezses, and 
he has no desire to go “outside, of the mat- 
ters entrusted to. him 
Mr. Miller—I understand. I feel, hqwever 
that inquisitorial proceedings of this kin 
would have a very. mark tendency, if 
continued and adopted: as a policy, to re- 
duce the press-of the United States to the 
level of the press im some of the. central 
European capitals, the press that has been 
known as the reptile press, that crawls on 
its belly every y to the Foreign Office 
and to the Government officials and Min- 
isters to know what it may say or shall 
say—to receive its orders. For that reason 
I cannot help feeling that q proceeding of 
this kind and such questions and minute 
inqmries, and I will not, say insinuations, 
but intimations as you -have in the ac- 
complishment of -your functfon felt to be 
necessary, constitute an invasion of the 
liberty of the press. I think they tend to 
repress freedom of utterance and to put 
newspapers under a sort of.duress, and for 
that reason I cannot feel that I ought to 
leave this room without in the most 
courteous manner entering my most vigor- 
ous protest against such a procedure. 
Senator Sutherland asked. further 
questions in relation to the 
after which Chairman Wals 
te the witness’s protest, saying: 

I simply desire to say in this connection, 
for your own information and enlighten- 
ment, in view of the protest that you have 
made aga‘nst: the examination to which 
you have been subjected, that the com- 
mittee feels at liberty also to prosecute 
these inquiries when they are addressed to 
a gentleman like yourself, who is’ the 
editor of a great and werful newspaper, 
which can influence public opinion, in ex- 
actly the same way that it would against 
the humblest individual, and wh‘le you may 
feel that the freedom of the newspaper 
may be hampered to some extent by an 
tnaaity of this character; you will appre- 
ciate; likewise, that your protest might 
be calculated to restrain some legitimate 
activity on the part of this committee in 
the inquiry with which it is charged. 

Mr. Miller+I would not have the slightest
